All Still in the Field, with Sherman Ahead—Ohio

Plays Peter.

CHICAGO, June 24.—[By the 
Press.| The political situation is practi- 
cally unchanged. Today has brought only 
a fair understanding of the condition under 
which this remarkable contest is to be 
fought out. It has gradually dawned upon 
the delegates that certain men, pretending 
to represent Blaine, have determined to 
prevent the nomination of any other candi- 
date in order to make Blaine’s nomination 
a possibility. The convention, as a whole, 
has just awakened tea realization of the 
negative influence which has all along pre- 
vented the crystallization of senti- 
ment and a nomination. The friends 
of all other candidates in- 
dignant that the convention should be 
dominated by an influence which, without 
an avowed candidate of its own, attempts 
to push sincere candidates to the front and 
then defeat them. So much feeling has de-

veloped that various cablegrams have been 
sent to Blaine beside those which he is sup- 
posed to have received from Elkins and 
Phelps. In these dispatches the actual con- 
dition of affairs has been fully described, 
and the bad feelings and probable demoral- 
ization of the party if his representatives 
are permitted to continue their tactics are 
carefully pointed out. There is a general 
belief that some dispatch from Blaine will 
be readin the convention tomorrow, prob- 
ably one requesting his friends to refrain 
from voting for him. 
A HALT CALLED. 

A Chicago man, who has been empowered 
to speak for Blaine and who is a man of 
good judgment and not a politician, was 
called into a conference of the Blaine lead- 
ers just before the meeting of the conven- 
tion yesterday afternoon and informed of 
the plan to force the nomination of Blaine, 
and was shown a list of 423 reliable Blaine 
delegates, a majority of the whole conven- 
tion. This man looked over the list, saw 
that it comprised the names of delegates 
who are here ostensibly for other can- 
didates, and at once gave his dictum as fol- 
lows: “This thing must come toa stop!” 
said he. “Blaine cannot take this nomina- 
by riding over the rights of any men now in 
the field. He regards them al! as his friends, 
and knows they have entered this contest 
in good faith, believing him to be out by his 
own act. You propose to draw delegates 
from the support of these men to under- 
mine and defeat them. If you nominate 
him in this way, a cablegram will be re- 
ceived from him in 20 minutes declining 
the nomination, and then you will be ina 
worse predicament than ever.” Reluct- 
antly Elkins and his colleagues consented 
to postpone the Blaine coup, and the 
friends of all candidates, except Harrison, 
joined the Blaine men in forcing the ad- 
journment till Monday morning. 

ALL STILL IN THE RACE, 

The situation tonight may be described 
as follows: 
all candidates will stand firm, There are 
no withdrawals, The conference of anti- 
Blaine men has agreed not to present any 
candidate for the support of the opposition. 
Indeed, it is unable to agree upond a can- 
didate. There is adeep feeling on all sides 
that the Blaine-or-bust programme is not 
sanctioned by Blaine himself. ‘The plan of 
the opposition is simply to stand firm and 
wait for Blaine himself to speak, or for his 
representatives to force the issue. The 
feeling is that if Blaine dees not settle the 

matter the convention will have to Settle it; 
and that the convention cannot sincerely 
go about the business of choosing a leader 
as long as this Blaine spectre hangs over it. 
The convention tomorrow morning will 
face the fact that the candidates whom 
Elkins professes to have killed are still in 
the race. ‘They are in for the purpose of 
winning, if possible, and determined, at all 
hazards, to prevent the nomination of 
Blaine. Tomorrow’s balloting is likely to 
show a repetition of the ballots of Saturday. 
While these candidates are in the field, 
Elkins will not dare carry out the pro- 
gramme of stampeding the convention, be- 
cause he has not eard authoritatively from 
Blaine. Thus a deadlock will appear, and 
unless Blaine himself cuts the knot and 
sets the convention free to act upon its own 
responsibility, the convention may sit for 
several days without reaching a solution of 
the extraordinary difficulty by which it is 
now surrounded. 

M‘KINLEY AND FORAKER, 

There has been much talk of McKinley as 
a dark horse. There is no doubt that Mc- 
Kinley has made a fine impression and is 
popular on his own account, but it has been 
noticed that those who were doing all in 
their power to press him tothe front were 
Blaine men. In the conference of candi- 
dates, the Blaine influence has been ex- 
erted in favor of McKinley as the leader of 
the opposition forces, all the Blaine men in 
the convention concentrating their strength 
upon him. This was an effort to induce 
the other candidates to withdraw and bring 
McKinley forward as a dark horse to take 
their place, and then Blaine would be nom- 
inated. The logic of this is easily perceived. 
-Blaine cannotin honor take this nomina- 
tion if secured by running over candidates 
who entered the field and did the best ney 
could for themselves, but if these cand 
dates voluntarily withdraw, and a dark 
horse takes their place, no obligation rests 
upon Blaine as to the newcomer who has 
not been a candidate, and whose friends 
have put forth no efforts in his behalf, on 
the supposition that Blaine was out ot the

Conflicting KRumors— The Maine

CuicaGo, June 24.—[By the Associated 
Press.]

The Tammany Society, on Colum- 
bian order, 1s older than the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. Originally 
‘it was formed for benevolent purposes, 
without any political features or bias. 
It was named from a mythical chief- 
tam of the Delaware tribe ot abor- 
ignees, who was a mighty man of 
valor in his day,and who, in a per- 
_gonal encounter with the devil, van- 
quished his sooty majesty, and came 
near taxing his scalp. He was canon- 
ized, and the 12th of May became a day 
sacred to his memory. 


Upon the close of the Revolutionary 
War, and immediately preceding and 
immediately subsequent to the forma- 
tion and adoption of the Federal Con- 
stitution, there were two parties in the 
State of New York—the patricians 
and ‘the plebians. Even in -England 
the distinctions between the nobility 
and commonalty in the times of the 
Stuarts was not more marked than that 
‘between the aristocrats and the plain 
people in New York prior to the ac- 
cession of James Madison to the Presi- 

ampered and abri > property 

ualifications, and the franchise was 
urther circumscribed by a clause re- 
quiring the voter to be a freeholdc: of 
the value of £20, no amount of person- 
alty being sufficient to confer the right. 
of suffrage; so that all political power 
was in the hands of the favored few 
who owned lands and tenements. The 
State was a by an oligarchy 
composed of some old families con- 
nected by ties of consanguinity with 
the nobility of England and Holland. 

ALEXANDER HAMILTON. 

The chosen leader of the patricians 
was Alexander Hamilton, who was 
closely connected by blood and by in- 
terest with the aristocratic house of 
Schuyler. He was the personal friend 
and companion in arms of Washing- 
ton, who loved him as passionutely as 
his cold and unsympathetic nature was 
capable of loving anybody or anything. 
Hamilton believed that man was in- 
capable of self-government. He wished 
to form a State in which the common 
people should have no voice, but which 
should be shaped and administered by 
the upper strata of society. He sin- 
cerely believed that government was a 
blessing; that the more a community 
had of that blessing, the better for the 
community. The British Constitution 
of the time of the Tudors, shorn of 
its plumage and fictions of royalty, 
was the model he would have had 
emancipated America adopt. Great 
space ashe fills in history; founder, as 
he was, of a school; leader, as he was, 
of a party; premier, as he was, of 
Washington’s Administration; bold 
and robust as was his understanding, 
and extensive as was his learning, he 
-actually did not know that the Consti- 
‘tution of England under the House of 
Hanover was as different from the 
‘Constitution of England under the 
House of Plantagenet as the govern- 
ment of Rome before the first Runic 
‘war was different from the government 
of Rome under Caligula. He had a 
sovereign contempt for popular gov- 
ernment. He was no demagogue. He 
wanted a strong government witi 
almost absolute prerogative vested 
in the Executive — as_ absolute 
is James Stuart claimed for 
the crown by divine right. He 
feared the frenzy of the populace 
more than the power of the scepter. 
His death was fortunate for his fame: 
the principles ef the man were lost 
sight of in the tragedy of his end. 

AARON BURR. 

The leader of the common people 
was Aaron Burr. He was a most re- 
markable man, a superb soldier, a ripe 
scholar and an accomplisbed man of 
the world. He had been graduated 
from Princeton with distinguished 
honors while he was in a youth. He 
had entered Washington’s military 
family early in the great struggle for 
independence, but his democratic the- 
ories of government made him of- 
fensive to the Commander-in-chief, 
which feeling was strengtened aud fos- 
tered by Hamilton, tre military secre- 
tary, who sought, by all the arts of 
which he was master, to undermine 
the man whom he instinctively felt 
was to become his rival. Burr was the 
most fascinating of men. As a con- 
versationalist he surpassed all his con- 
temporaries, and 

“His words were tuneful sweet.” 

He attached to his person and 
to his fortune young men 
burning for distinction. ‘There was an 
air of romantic “mystery about him 
that appealed to the imagination, and 
an animal magnetism that rendered 
him irresistible where he wished to 
please. His manner was as potent to 
charm and captivate the opposite sex 
as was the witchery of Venus to en- 
chain and euslave gods and men when 
engirdled with the magic cestus. Not- 
withstanding his shining accomplish- 
ments, princely person and noble pres- 
ence, he was aman of the people, and 
every political move he made prior to 
1801 was in obedience to their will and. 
in their interest. His great mistake, 
such as no mere ignoble nature would 
have made, was the attempt to become 
President after Jefferson had been 
chosen; but the temptation was great 
because it promised success, and with 
which it would have been crowned but 
for the jealousy of Hamilton. He was 
the finest presiding officer who ever sat 
in the Senate chamber, and his rulings 
were characterized by the “impartiality 
of an angel and the vigor of a devil.” 
His farewell s h, made after he had 
slain his rival, brought tears to the 
eyes of Federalist and Democrat alike. 

Burr was the man who made Tam- 
many a political machine, and it has 
been for nearly a century to the Dem- 
ocratic party the most powerful engine 
the ingenuity of man ever conceived. 
Toit more than to any other agency 
that party is indebted for its success. 
At the beginning of the century Burr 

as engaged in a life and death strug- 
gle with the aristocracy. In order to 
succeed he knew that the common 

ople must be armed with the ballot. 
‘Hamilton opposed this move and used 
patronage 0 as n’s an 
Adams’ administrations to defeat it. 
In an open contest the aristocracy had 
sing the advantage, and Burr, who 
was fond of mystery, and, like all 


stromg natures, more for the 
possession of actual power than its 
semblance, resorted to secret machina-

to | Jefferson desired that Madison should 


secret, and whose behest is the suprem-_ 
est command to the General Commit- 
tee. Whilethe body appears to be a pure 
democracy, it 2 receives its. in- 
spirations trom a single mind who rules 
with the absolute authority of a mili- 
tary commander. Burr became the 

first Grand Sachem of the order, and 

he molded it into a most _perfectly- 

disciplined body, who obeyed his slight- 
est wish without question. The effect 
of Tammany soon became apparent 
from the election returns, and, finally 
it succeeded in conferring the ballot on 
the common people, and this fact alone 
occasioned the success of Jefferson and 
Burr in 1800. 

Hamilton saw the power slippin 
from his grasp and seized by his hate 
rival, and he organized the opposition 
order of the Cincinnati, which still ex- 
ists, but has too many silk stockings and 
ruffled shirts to attract the plebians, 
and it has never been a rival of ‘lam- 
many, exceptin name. Burr thus be- 
came supreme ia New York State. and 
would have continued so and obtained 
the Presidency after the retirement of 
Jefferson, had he not attempted to gain 
by indirect means the honors the 
people had conferred upon another. 

THE CLINTONS. 

About this time the Clintons became 
prominent in New York. Qld George 
Clinton wanted to be President, and 
he knew that he could never attain the 
consummation of that desire while 
Burr, whom he regarded as an inter- 
loper, continued at the head of tine 
party in the State. His nephew, young 
De Witt Clinton, was also a candidate 
for the great place. The latter was a 
Tammanvite, and both were members 
of the Republican party, of which Jef- 
ferson was the founder. When Burr 
attempted to be President in 1801, the 
Clintons seized. the opportunity to 
arouse public sentiment against him at 
home, aud they, in great measure suc- 
ceeded. In order to regain his hold on 
the State, Burr became a candidate for 
Governor in 1802,and Morgan Lewis, 
who had° married a Livingston, was 
brought out by the Clintons in opposi- 
tion. The Federalists, acting under 
the advice of Hamilton, made no nomi- 
nation. The canvass was most exciting 
and the contest exceedingly bitter. 
Pamphlets and newspapers teemed 
with exasperating personalities. Ham- 
ilton wrote the article a few days be- 
fore the election that occasioned the 
duel in which he fell. His friends 
voted solidiy for Lewis. who was 
elected by a small majority. A few 
days subsequently, Burr and Hamilton 
met at Weehawken, with fatal result 
to the latter. The Clintons had no 
love for Hamilton, and _ rejoiced 
in secret at his death, but they 
desired to remove Burr from their path, 
and in order to do so they began a 
crusade against him because of the 
duel. To the astonishment of every- 
body,-Burr wasthe recipient_of public 
obloguy, such as was never visited 
upon any other American, save Bene- 
dict Arnold. He and Hamilton had 
only appealed their quarrel to a tribu- 
nal, whose jurisdiction was universally 
acknowledged, and by none more 
cheerfully than by Hamilton. De Witt 
Clinton himself had appealed toit a 
short time previous, using the identical 
weapon with which Burr killed Hamil- 
ton. Affairs of honor among public 
men were of daily occurance. But the 
Clintons, by their vehement tirades 
against the barbarity of the code, 
aroused such public clamor against 
Burr that he retired from politics, 
leaving the Clintons and Livingstons 
to fight out alife and death battle in 
which they became involved the suc- 
ceeding year. Tammany, which looked 
upon burr as its founder, gave its ad- 
herence to the Livingstons. 

As a practical statesman De Witt 
Clinton never had a peer in this coun- 
try unless Henry Clay be entitled to 
that distinction. He was a man of 
boundless ambition, strict probity in 
the matter of meum et teum, adaman- 
tine wili and undoubted courage. He 
had many of the excellencies of Coerio- 
lanus, and many of the virtues of Cato. 
His distinguishing characteristic was 
strength—mental, moral and physical. 
He might have been borne hy Rhea 
and cradled upon Ida, for he hada 
hand to grasp and the strength to hurl 
a thunderbolt. He was a born leader, 
and in any age or clime would have 
been the man 

“To mold a mighty State’s decree 
And shape the whisper of the throne.” 
He could brook no rival, and tolerated 
none except his Uncle George, who was 
his henchman more than his rival. He 
and Burr 
“Could not stall together 
In the whole world.” 

Iie was Mayor of New York city and 
Senator in Congress. He resigned the 
latter position to become State Senator, 
au act that appears startling to this 
generation, but which was a common 
occurrence then. As Mayor of New 
York, an office then in the gift of the 
Legislature, he attached the plebians 
to himself and defied Tammany. As 
Senator at Albany, he exercised great 
and often paramount influence upon 
the politics of the State, which then, 
even more than now, was the most 
potent factor in the decision of national 
contests. He had quarreled with Tam- 
many several years before Morgan 
Louis was elected Governor, and until 
his death he was its relentless and 
often victorious enemy. Jefferson 
sided with Tammany, and gave it all 
the federal patronage. In 1804, how- 
ever, the Clintons were induced to 
support Jefferson, because old George 
was put on the ticket with him, but 
— that time DeWitt. became a 
candidate for Governor, with one of 
the Livingstons as his competitor. 
Burr was about starting on his expedi- 


tion to the Southwest. He hated the4 


Livingstons, who were aristocratic, 
but he hated the Clintons more. He 
had many friends in the State, and was 
yet the idol of Tammany. The race 
for Governor was ex ingly close, 
and whoever received the secret influ- 
ence of Burr was certain of success. 
burr gave the cue to Tammany, and 
the society supported Livingston, who 
was elected. Everything 
dark and proomy in the Clinton house- 
hold. Had he been elected. he 
would*certainly have succeeded Jeffer- 
son as President. It was universally 
thought that he was finally shelvea, 
but such an opinion was wide of the 
truth. He was a man of boundless 
resources, and the idol of a great party. 
Strictly speaking, there was but one 
party in the State—the Republican, one 
faction of which adhered to Clinton, 
the otherto Tammany. The Federal 
party had buried its fortunes in the 
grave of its great creator ard leader, 
Alexander Hamilton. 

At.this juncture a fortunate circum-

dent, and DeWitt was permitted to 
name the Governor of New 
York. His choice fell on Daniel 
D. Tompkins, and all was smooth 
sailing, but Madison knew that DeWitt 
had but one consuming ambition, and 
that was to be President, and if he had 
possessed the virtue of patience, and 
could have bridled his tongue and 
smiled upon his enemies, he would 
have been chosen in 1808. In order to 
exasperate him and drive him into 
indiscretions, Madison, who was to 
mean politician, began to coquet with 
Tammany as soon as he was in- 
augurated. Tompkins soon deserted 
Clinton and adhered to the Presi- 
dent. DeWitt found himself again 
battling singly and alone against the 
Federal Administration, the State Ad- 
ministration and Tammany. He 
fought a nobie battle, and had he been 
half as great as a politician az he was 
great asa statesman, he would havé 

ressed the whole lavout to the wall. 
But he was ruled in great measure by 
his sentiments, and could no more bow 
to a cyclone than he could have trans- 

rted himself to the planet Jupiter. 

e could fight, but he could not concil- 
iate, and he soon showed his teeth to 
his enemies... He announced that he 
was a candidate for President in 
1812, and notwithstanding he was 
ignored by the caucus, he made the 
race and was overwhelmingly defeated. 
Again it was thought be was crushed, 
but in a short time he was more power- 
ful than ever. The war with Great 
Britain ensued, and all the factions 
were united against the —— foe.

CINCINNATI LETTER.

A Lawyer of Wondertul Success—

and “Old Snuff.” 


CINCINNATI, June 11.—[{Special Cor- 
respondence of THe Times.) The 
Queen City was filled with visiting Elks 
this week. She gave them a grand re- 
ception, and they were immensely 
gratified. Eager for an interview, we 
plied ene of them as follows:

adhering to him. In Cincinnati you 
find iton every hand. The successful 
men there are cultivated men, under- 
stand their books and engravings, have 
as good a home flavor as any of the 
oldest communities of the world, and 
their collections in Cincinnati illus- 
trate allthis. They have one of the 
best art institutions and schools that 
can be found; I do not except Europe. 
It is just as great in commerce as any 
of these newer cities, together with the 
additional character of refined homes, 
qualified men and women and house- 
hold treasures. Besides, Cincinnati 
is being rapidly improved.

If you know 
where to look, you may always find 
dozens of old citizens who know every- 
body, and who are willing. to give their 
knowledge to anybody who will conde- 
scend to listen. Said one of 
“Stanley Matthews, eh? 
record, 
for instance. It @xbénded 
but he made a_ good colonel 
for the Fifty-first Volunteers, and 
was, in fact, brigade commander in 
Van Cleve’s division. Matthews was 
probably led into the army by his ,an- 
tagonism to slavery, and it is quite 
natural that a man of his parts should 
chafe under the petty tyrannies of 
martinet brigadiers. e graduated at 
Kenyon College with high honors, and 
while reading law at Cincinnati, along 
about 1842, got a chance to teach in an 
academy in Maury county, Tenn., 
where he courted and married bis first 
wife,a Miss Mary Black, daughter of 
a clergyman; helped edit the Columbia 
Democrat, and got away with enough 
Blackstone to secure admission to the 
Tennessee bar. 

MATTHEWS WAS A DEMOCRAT 
almost clear up to the war, But his 
two years’ close observance of the pe- 
culiar institution changed his ideas, 
and after he got back to Ohio, and had 
been admitted to practice in this State, 
he took a hand editing the Cincinnati 
Daily Herald, an abolitionist daily 
which gave him prominence and popu- 
larity enough to get him into the Onio 
House of Representatives as a clerk. 
One term of this satisfied him, and be- 
tween that andthe war he was United 
States District Attorney. His war ex- 
perience was obtained ‘between 15861 
and 7863, when he resigned to go upon 
the Superior Court pench of the city. He 
only served a year, and then resumed 
practice, and from this time till 1876 
made more money than any three 
lawyers in Cincinnati. He won the 
$10,000,000 injunction case of Bryant 
Walker against the city; beat the gas 
company in quo warranto proceedings 
in which that company sought to 
fence in all illuminating privileges 
and franchises for its exclusive 
use for time and eternity; defended 
the insurance companies ‘successfully 
in $200,000 worth of damage suits 
caused by the collision of the America 
and United States of the Louisville 
and Cincinnati Packet Company's line; 
got the Kentucky Court o ‘oe ay to 
set aside the sale of the Kentucky Cen- 
tral road to its master, Bowler; won 
the $500,000.000 Tennessee bond suit 
for the new bondholders; made thé In- 
diana Central live up to the terms of 
its lease with the Pan Handle, and so 
on, ad infinitum. 

‘‘He gave the Bounding Banning 
A CLOSE SCRATCH FOR CONGRESS 
in 1876, and would probably have been 
there today—as Banning had only 100 
majority, and Matthews was fixing to 
contest—only the Hayes. and Tilden 
contest absorbed his attention, and, of 
course, a political pewee like the Sec- 
ond District wasn’t game for his gun 
then. That argument of his before 
the Electoral Commission was the di- 
rect cause of his nomination as 
United States Senator. and  sec- 
ondarily his  eleyation the 
Supreme Bench of the United 
States. J wonder if Matthews ever re- 
grets that Ilen Banning beat him? 
That was-a small pebble in his 
great career, but it turned his 
life into a new channel. His 
fitness for the Supreme Beuch might 
probably have been recognized without 
any intervention on the part of fate, 
but you can’t tell; ’pears like the prizes 
in the lottery of politics have a provok- 
ing affinity for men who don’t know 
how or won’t use ’em properly.”

Susan Sunshine: A week or two ago a 
lady asked for a recipe for making oil 
of roses. I copy two recipes for her, 
and think they are worth trying, and 
in case she does try them I ~ she 
will report her success through this 
department: Oil of roses—Fill a 
large glazed earthen jar with rose leaves 
carefully separated from the cups; 
pour upon them spring water just suffi- 
cient to cover them and set the jar 
with its contents in the sun for two or 
three days, taking it under cover at 
night. At the end of the third or 
fourth day small particles of yellow 
vil will be seen floating on the surface 
of the water, and which, in the course 
‘of a week, will have increased to a thin 
ecum. The scum is the otto of roses. 
Take it up with a little cotton tied to 
of a stick and squeeze it into 
a vial. 

To Extract the Perfume of Flowers.— 
Procure a quantity of the petals of a 
flower which has an agreeable flavor; 
card, then, layers of cotton wool, which 
dip into the finest Florence oil; 
sprinkle a small quantity of fine 
salt on the flowers, and place layers of 
cotton and flowers alternately until an 
earthen or wide-mouthed glass vessel 
is quite full. Tie the top close with a 
bladder, and lay the vessel in a south 
aspect exposed to the sun, andin 15 
‘days, when opened, a fragrant oil may 
_ be squeezed out from the whole mass, 
little inferior (it roses are used) to the 
dear and highly valued otto of roses.

A. beautiful picture is but one form 
of poetry. The true artist has the 
poetic instinct which he gives voice to 
in transcendent harmony of colors, of 
outline and perspective, instead of 
written language. The feelings in- 
spired by a rare painting and a fine 
poem are not dissimilar. The picture 
and the poem are but different forms 
of expression for those emotions which 
the sublime and the beautiful en- 
kindle. On Saturday I dropped in for 
afew moments to see the paintings 
displayed at Sheward’s by J. Hard- 
wicke Lewis, the English artist, who 
was for a long time professor of draw- 
ing at the London University College 
School, but for the past two years and 
a half a resident of this section. Mr. 
Lewis has at prevent two oil paintings 
of Switzer’s Trail and Camp in the 
London Academy of Art Exhibition, 
where this year 11,000 pictures were 
sent in, out of which number there was 
only wall space for 1500, including his 
two, of this most picturesque region in 
the vicinity of Los Angeles. 

It was a delightful hour that I spent 
with the artist, and very greatly was I 
attracted by many of the pictures on 
exhibition, of which, however, space 
will allow me to designate but a few. 
First of all was a masterly creation, 
painted in oil, entitled “‘A Storm in 
the Sierra Madre.” The tout ensemble 
of the picture is most strikingly effect- 
ive. The view seized by the artist is 
sublimely grand. In the background 
is the vast purple uplift of the moun- 
tain wall, shadowed by the overhang- 
ing clouds. ‘The purple tints reflect 
the darkness of the sweeping tempest. 
The artists’ power of expression is here 
most fully shown. hat a force of 
tempest isin the sky! How the gra 
clouds drop their white weight of fall- 
ing snow upon the storm-wrapped sum- 
mits! The snilen clouds palpitate with 
the white breath of the storm. The 
wind stirs them, and they are rolled up 
into billowy masses. ou almost feel 
the mighty forces stirring within their 
deep oms. They are alive with 
electric strength. he show crowns 
the topmost peaks of the range like the 
visible mantle of.the Creator. How 
the soft lights and the deep shadows 
mingle on the mountain sides! How 
purple the more distant heights, how 
grand the nearer ones with their garb 
of chappara!. Winter upon the Sierra 
tops, and summer, with a mistlike veil, 
slumbering warm and beautiful in the 
valiey. For strength of color, large- 
ness of composition, and marvelous 
cloud effects the picture could hardly 
be excelled. 

Another charming painting is ‘‘The 
Last Gleam on Rose Peak’’—Switzer’s 
trail. In this the artist’s skill asa 
colorist is strikingly revealed. The 
picture 1s a magnificent mountain 
view. The lower world is ali shut out 
and the — stands amid the mighty 
uplift of giant peaks. A faint, filmy 
veil of purpling mist is creeping up the 
mountain sides, and into gorge and 
cafion, but the glorious, golden gleam 
of the sinking sun transfigures the 
summits of the towering Pee How 
the lights glow! How wafih their rosy 
splendor! Day sits for the moment en- 
throned upon their summits while 
Night is slowly creeping upward 
wrapped in darkening shadows. Dark 
is the purple in mountain gorges, deep 
and vast are the rock-walled cafions. 
The tall trees show but a fringe of 
their topmost branches above the 
cafion’s upper line. ges 
fall the warm pink- 
ish lights of sunset. You are alone 
with God and Nature amid the silence 
of His mountain temple. 

‘The Sierra Madre Ranch of W. A. 
Spalding” is another most attractive 
picture of great. scope of perspective 
and richin coloring. Itis far up the 
sloping foothills and overlooks Mon- 
rovia and a portion of the beautiful 
San Gabriel Valley. There is a wide 
sweep of valley, of distant snow-clad 
with a background of lofty 
mountains. The pretty home is in the 
midst of a garden-like expanse, fronted 
with an orange grove and green cir- 
cling hedges. The broad banana 
leaves catch the dropping sunshine; 
flowers show their lovely tints and va- 
rious trees let fall their cool shadows 
on well-tilled soil. In the far 
distance beyond the smiling plain 
the snow-clad peak San 
Jacinto rears its lofty crest, while the

Sad Ending of a Pleasure 
Excursion. 


Six Persons Drowned by the Capsiz- 
ing ot a Yacht. 


Gen. Sheridan to Be Soon Removed 
to the Seashore. 


Fairchild Complains Bitterly of His Treatment at 
the Hands of Civil Service Reformers 
—A Baffalo Man's Foolhardy 
Feat Ends in Death. 


By Telegraph to The Times. . 
NEWARK (N. J.), June 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A party of 16 ladies 
and gentlemen hired the steam yacht 
Olivette and left this city at 8 o’clock last 
night. It being flood tide, the jetty at. the 
mouth of the bay was covered with wafer. 
The pilot had scarcely got his bearings, 
when he heard a sharp grating sound, and 
realizing that he was on the jetty, stopped 
the engine. Several of the male passengers 
jumped overboard on the jetty, and on 
doing so, the boat lurched and siid off into 
deep water. The girls then made a rush 
for the side of the boat. This caused 
her to keel over suddenly, and in 
a second she turned bottom § side 
up. The air was immediately filled 
with screams tor help from a score of per- 
gona struggling for their lives in the water. 
Thecries were heard at Greenville and 
other points on the bay, and the rescuers 
soon went to the scene of the accident. But 
when the boats arrived it was found that 
six of the party had been swept away and 
drowned. The names of the lost were 
Louis Groff, aged 20; Gussie Lutz, 20: Liz- 
zie Celius, 35, Minnie purger, 19; Gussie 
Webber, 19, and Annie Frick. Fred Chris- 
topher, one of the rescued. was eugaged to 
be married to Annie Frick. . Early this 
morning a crowd of people, ineluding rela- 
tives and friends of the drowned, left the 
city toaid in the search for bodies. Only 
one body was retovered, that of Annie 
Frick, which was found by the father of 
Minnie Burger, another victim.: 
LATER.—The ies of young Groff and 
the five girls were discovered iate tonight. 
The remains were viewed by County Phy- 
sician Hewlett, andthen turned over to the 
relatives. A sweeping .investigation will 
be made by the Coroner. The news of the 
accident created the wildest excitement, 
and thousands of people flocked to the 
scene during the day.

FAIRCHILD’S COMPLAINT. 


He Thinks the Civil Service Reform- 
~ ers Judge Him Unjustly. 
WASHINGTON, June 24.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.} Secretary Fairchild has 
written a long letter to George William 
Curtis, president of the New York Civil 
Service Reform Association, protesting 
against the latter’s editorial criticisms in 
the matter of the questions of removals 
from the New York custom-houses. The 
Secretary declares that he did only his 
duty in removing certain persons in con- 
nection with sugar appraisements, and 
points to the fact that since these removals 
the Government has collected $80 a day in 
New York more on sugar than it did be- 
fore. He also points out that the Secretary 
of the Treasury only is accountable for 
abuses of the kind mentioned, and he has 
nobody else, Congressmen or politicians, to 
divide the blame with him. The Secretary 
says, in conclusion: 
“I hope these facts are sufficient to con- 
vince unprejudiced and fair-minded persons 
that, knowingly,I have not grievously sinned 
against ideas and prigciples of civil- 
service reform, in the merit and importance 
of which my faith is by no means lessened, 
but rather increased by the experience 
which I have so dearly and sadly bought. 
can see many things to criticise in m 
management of this whole business, an 
had I it to do over again, and with my pres- 
ent knowledge of it, f should do man 
things differently. 1 have feared that 
might be blumed for too great conserva- 
tism, perhaps for timidity, in that I have 
proceeded so slowly and cautiously in con- 
nection with evils, the magnitude and im- 
portance of which have ually dawned 
pon my memory. At times Ihave even 
feared that the suspicion might get abroad 
that the influence of professed friends of 
the Administration and officers appointed 
by it has caused me to be over-cautious and 
too conservative in regard to these matters, 
I ean, therefore, hardly eres my surprise 
when I found myself so bitterly assailed by 
men of reputed good standing and charac- 


ter for e little beginning’ which I had 
made in what seemed to me the direction of 
my duty.” 


A FEARFUL FALL. 


Shocking Death of a Steeple-climber 
at Buffalo. 
BurFFraLo (N. Y.), June 24.—[By the 
Associated Press.] A week ago a dispute 
occurred as to the relative heights of the 
steeples of St. Mary’s and St. Michael’s 
Catholicchurches. . One of the partiesto the 
discussion was Charles Sullivan, and he vol- 
unteered to decide it. He was a carpenter and 
considered himselt an expert in building 
spires. This afternoon he procured acouple 
of spools of wire, and at 3:10 o’clock went 
with friends tothe man in charge of the 
bells in the tower of St. Michael’s Church, 
on Washington street, and assured him that 
he had an order from one of the church 
authorities to go into the belfry.

climbed ons of the tower to the 
roof, and seizing the lightning-rod, began 
to ascend the steeple. He went up rapidly 
and without obstacle until he nearly 
reached the foot of the cross at the apex of 
the tower, when the rod broke, and he fell 
headlong a distance of 100 feet, making one 
complete revolution in his descent. He 
struck the roof with a sound like the report 
of a gun, breaking through the tin with 
which the roof is covered. His body lay 
upon the roof without motion. Aid was 
callea from a neighboring engine-house, 
and the firemen, by means of an extension 
ladder, brought the body down, and a patrol 
wagon took it to the morgue. Death was 
evidently instantaneous. ‘The victim’s neck 
and back were broken.

THE SCHOOLS. 


CITIZENS DISSATISFIED WITH 
THE PRESENT MANAGEMENT. 


Ralf-day Sessions Are Not Enough— 
Too Many Teachers Employed— 
Plans for Improving the System 
and Giving Better Schools. 


The management of the Los Angeles 
public schools is the source of a good deal 
criticism by the taxpayers just now, It is 
said that nowhere in the land is so much 
money spent on the schools with so little 
benefit to the public, and the same public 
are crying out for a remedy for the evil, and 
asking where the responsibility for the ex- 
istence of such things lies. 

The Schoo! Board itself knows that things 
xre all out of order, but where to begin, and 
how to begin, to patch up the fabric not the 
wisest of them can tell, and all appeals to. 
them produce nothing. The Superintend- 
ent acknowledges himself powerless. What 
measure of a city’s prosperity and advance- 
ment her scbools are everyone knows, and 
among the first questions anyone asks of a. 
town is, ‘‘How are your schools?” Los An- 
geles can make but a poor report. 

THE FiRsT 

and foremost trouble is that a great many 
more than half the children of the. city are 
not in school more than four hours a day, 
and that feature calls for the harshest 
criticism. ‘he State law says that ehildren 
under 8 years of age must not be in amore 
than haif a day, but the percentage of 
children of that age is, ae small, 
and the majoiity lies between 10 and 15, 
To these, according to the parents, comes 
the evil of half-day sessions, 

A gentleman in speaking of this said: 
**My boy isn’t any worse than the average, 
but 1 don’t want him during his school 
days to pass half histime upon the streets. 
I do not send him to school for the ——_ 
benefit of education, but there is something 
elise in the association of the schoolroom 
that is almost as valuable as education. He 
is taken away from the contamination of 


. the streets, and is not given the opportunity 


= ge up the bad habits that ne would 


ON THE STREETS, 
ut under the half-day system he is outside 
more thanin. By the time scholars and 
teachers get down to work they are ready 
to quit, and the benefit the children get 
from that kind of study 1s very small. 
Then there is an entire afternoon in which 
to forget all that was learned in the three 
or four hours or the forenoon.” 

Thatis one man’s outspoken opinion 
and he but said what an hundred others ha 
thought but never expressed. 

When approached upon the subject of 
half-day schools, the board have but one 
answer—there is no room, and in order to 
give everybody a chance and to make room 
tor all, the half-day sessions were inau- 
gurated. The superintendent’s report 
gives the defense of the board, and some 
idea of the condition of things. Speaking 
of the half-day schools, he says: + 

“At the close of the last school year 
(1887), we were conducting, for want of 
room, 18 double sessions, that is, 

TWO SCHOOLS, 

saught for a half day each by one teacher.’ 
This was unsatisfactory. Pupils in these 
Ahools could not do the same work as 
those who h all-day sessions. ‘Teachers 
p{ten overworked themselves to get these 

hools for the additional salary. ‘The 
d, your predecessors, therefore resolved 
bo employ a separate teacher for each 
school, and to extend the time for half-day 
schoo!s to four hours, or from 8:50 a.m. to 
12:30 p.m. for morning schools, and 1 p.m. 
to 5 p.m. for afternoon schools. This plan 


is much more satisfactory.” 


Speaking of room, he says: ‘““There has 
not been a schoolroom added to the depart- 
ment for 18 months, and we have now 119 
schoois in 82 rooms. Seventy-three of them 
are on haif-day time, leaving but 46 rooms 
with all-day schools. Uniess something be 
fione to provide more rooms before the 
echools open'in the fall of 1888, every one of 
the 82 roomsin the city will contain two 
schools. Seven of the 82 rooms are 

UNFIT FOR USE, 

as any one may see by entering them dur- 
ing wet, cold or warm weather. Fifty 
schoolrooms are absolutely needed in this 
pew | at this writing, saying nothing of 2000 
children, carefully estimated, who are 
either attending private schools or are not 
in any school.’ 

That is the written evidence of the man 
in the best position to speak. He says that 
the plan was more satisfactory to employ: a 
teacher for each half-day school than to 
have one teacher take th. That is his 
opinion, but the city at large doesn’t agree 
with him. All this fuss is made 
about want of room, and when 
asked why more room is not 
provided the answer is that there is 
no money to doit with. Yet in the face of 
an empty treasury, because the place is con- 
sidered more “satisfactory,” the number of 
teachers is increased by over one-third and 
an additional expense, placing their sale- 
ries atthe minimum, of about $15,000 per 
year is saddled on the city. There is no 
money in the treasury to build, the school 
bonds find no buyers, and there are no steps 
being taken to obtain a building fund. Ac- 
cording to 

THE SUPERINTENDENT, 
every room will have two teachers next 
year, and that will make the expense for 
salaries just double what they would be 
were rooms plerty. The expenditure 
would be for teachers alone over $175,000, 
Half of that could be saved if one teacher 
could take two schools in the same room, 
and the people are asking why the expenses 
are not cut down in this pe and let the 
amount saved go to buildings. Two 


years’ savin would almost supply 
the city with ample school room. 
The scholars might not derive so 


much benefit as under two -teachers, but 
there would come a time when they would 


whatever mightlose in these two 
0 


;ears by having longer sessions in good 
hoolrooms. 

This plan of economy bas been suggested 
to Mr. Friesner and the School Board, but 
they say that one teacher cannot teach two 
schools of four hours ¢ach in one day. 
That’s another place where the citi- 
zens differ with Mr. Friesner and the 
board. ‘Lhe people say 

A TEACHER CAN, 

The work of a schoolroom is hard, but it 
isn’tany harder than the work behinda 
lace counter, and there are a hundred girls 
in the city working 10 and 12 hours a day 
in stores for $10 per week, and they seem 
to stand it and look healthy. It’s the same 
thing in the postoffice, though they are 
somewhat better paii there. 

The lowest salary in the schools is $750 
per year of about nine months, The whole 
menge of salaries is higher than in nearly 
all the metropolitan cities, ana the hours 
are not much over half as long. Thereisa 
chance for a saving which would build 
schoolrooms in plenty and relieve the peo- 
ple by giving them long sessions, 

Still another plan suggests itself, which 
the board might adopt. They might rent a 
fewrooms,. Whenthecity wants an engine- 
house and there is not money enough in the 
treasury to buy one, they have one built 
and lease itfor $60 per month for twoor 


three years, 
RENT ROOMS, 

The same thing could be done with the 
schools, There are plenty of property- 
owners about town who would build school- 
rooms for 60 or 100 scholars and lease them 
cheaper than engine-houses. The salaries 
of the extra teachers would more than pay 
the rent, and, if no money was saved fora 
building fund, and the expenditure re- 
mained the same that it is now, there 
would at least be longer sessions, and the 
public would derive that benefit, if. no 


more. It isthe opinion of the whole city 


that the school matters are not being prop- 
erly cared for, and they want to know why 
and to have some change brought about be- 
fore the term begins next fall, They say 
that such schools as are now given them are 
almost as bad as no schools at all.

LUMBER, 


PRICES ON THAT USEFUL ARTI- 
OLE DOWN A BIT. 


It Results from Low Freight Kates— 
There Is No “Pool,” but Its Name 
Is Combine, and Dealers Stay 
Together—Not Afraid of Texas. 


The announcement by the lumber dealers 
of a reduction of $2,50 per thousand on lum- 
ber has been hailed with delight by builders 
and contractors, and many were the ex- 
pressions about the pool being broken at 
last. Butthe pool, if it may so be called, 
has not gone under. : 

A TIMEs reporter was among the lumber 
dealers yesterday inquiring about the re- 
duction and the causes leading to it. Rumor 
had it that the local dealersjad been forced 
into the cut by the Texas lumber coming in 
upon them and the Texas dealers refusing 
to enter the combine. The dealers hoot at 
this idea, and say that they do not fear the 
Texas men; that the freights are so high 
that the latter cannot begin to compete with 
them op rough lumber, and the only 
thing on which the Texas men can meet 
them isin light ceiling, and that trade 


does notamount to anything. They sa 
that the ited 


ONLY CHBAP PRICES 
put on Texas lumber were in a case where 
a local real-estate man had a lot of logs that 
he wanted to work off, and had the lum- 
ber shipped here. ; 

Neither do the locals fear the eastern 
trade, because they can down them on 
froights. They cite an instance where a 
heavy lot of lumber was shipped from the 
East to Pasadena, and by the time it get 
there, the freights had eaten the profits up. 
Judging from this, it would seem that they 
fear no competition from any point, and 
feel perfectly safe in their position. 

When asked as to the cause of the pres- 
ent reduction, the dealers say that it is not 
any cut in the price of the dealers north, 
bat a reduction of from $1 to $1.50 per 
thousand on freights by the ships. There 
bas been no éut by the up-country dealers 
and there is no indication that there will 
be in the next six months. The demand re- 
mains about thé same, while many mills: 

HAVE SHUT DOWN, 
and the suppiy has diminished. The 
local dealers say that there will not be any 
further cut, andthe statement to that effect 
by the press was without foundation. 

-Not one man whe was seen yesterday 
denied that there existed a perfect under- 
standing between all local dealers, and 
prices would go just as they might dictate. 
All were emphatic in denying the existence 
of a pool in the strict sense of the word, but 
there is a combine they affirm with a candid- 
ness that is syrprising. With a pool al! deal- 
ers would share the general profits, but witha 
combine they simply stand together and 

ut the prices where they want them. That 

s what local dealers are doing, and to show 
that they do not want to down the city, 
they point to their action in promptly re- 
ducing prices as soon as there came a re- 
duction in freightsasa guarantee of good 
faith. This is, they say, the only reduction 
that will occur this season, and the people 
who are waiting to see 

ANOTHER CUT 
will wait in vain. 

The dealers are a unit in denouncing 
their treatment by the local press, and say 
that they have been treated with great in- 
justice. ‘Ihe representations that they 
were making enormous profits were untrue, 
and all along they have been making only a 
fair percéntave on their investmen he 
different articles in the lumber business 
have been all at sea so faras the real con- 
dition of the case was. While they take 
the occasion to thus denounce the news- 
poeers, they do not seem to care if the pub- 

ic knows that the combine still exists, and 
that for the bulk of the lumber supply they 
have the town entirely at their mercy. 

There are 11 large lumber-yards in the 
city, at least half a dozen of which have 
‘Spruug into existence during the past six 
months, With this rush into the business 
the newspapers have had much to do be- 
. cause of the heavy profits spoken of. The 
outieok is considered good, and sinee the 
first of the year ‘ 

THE SALES 

have aggregated more than they did for the 
same length of time they did last year. In 
fact, in the lastday of May more lumber 
had been sold than was sold in the first 
six months last year, and there is no sign 
of any let-up. The dealers say that there 
will be a great deal of building this year 
and there are already orders in for severa 
buildings. 

‘hey say that there never has been a 
time since the boom began that building 
could be done as cheap as now. Lumber is 
cheap, or rather cheaper, lime is dead 
cheap; in fact, down to the bottom round, 
and labor doesn’t costas much as it did 
some time ago. The contractors are work- 
ing for glory, and are willing to make con- 
tracts on almost any terms, and, every- 
thing considered, according to the lumber 
dealers’ estimate,, anybody can build a 
house now. In spite of these cheerful as- 
surances, however, there are still hun- 
dreds of ple here who are foolish enough 
to think that $30 per thousand for rough 
redwood isn’t just the nicest price in the 
world, and they will wait yeta little while 
longer for another cut. 


LUMBER QUESTION. 


The Rates Will Take Another Drop 
| Before Long. 

The lumber combine and the declaration 
of the lumber dealers that there would be 
no further cut was the subject of muck 
discussion yesterday. A railroad man said 
that there would be another cut despite 
what the dealers say. It has been possible 
to keep the prices up because the Southern 
Pacific road was the only one to bring in 
much material, and they have not been 
zealous in giving low freights. The new 
Santa Fé line from San Diego will be open 
for traffic by the Ist of August, and they 
expect to successfully compete with the 
Southern Pacific in the lumber trade. 
Though the distance to haul lumber from 
the ships is much greater, yet at Sat Diego 
there is no lighterage to pay, and this item 
of expenditure more than covers the. ex- 
pense of the increase in distance by rail of 
San Diego over San Pedro.

Draft ‘Horses and Their Profit—The 
Form of a Cow—Handsome Cher- 


ries and the Profit of Their Oul- 
ture—Notes. 


A great deal has been published 
lately in the agricultural press of the 
country on the subjectof dehorning 
cattle. The practice of ‘removing the 
horns from cattle, both young and old, 
by sawing them off close to the head 
has been earnestly advocated and has 
received a semi-indorsement by some 
of the experiment stations’ officials. 
Thus far those who favor this plan of 
mutilating dumb creatures have had 
the most to say about it, But there is 
certainly another side to the ques- 


tion and there are  séveral 
serious objections to the  prac- 
tice. In the first place, it is 


undoubtedly cruel, and secondly, it has 
been proved to have a prejudicial effect 
on the milk-giving qualities of the 
cow. 

The work of the various experiment 
stations is beginning to appear. Bul- 
letins are coming in from all sections. 
These stations are likely to prove of 
great value to agriculturists. The pro- 
vision for continuing the works of 
these stations for at least another year 
is made in the Agricultural Appropria- 
tion Bill, which has recently passed 
the House of Representatives, and 1s

More Practical Poultry Talk. 
[American Agriculturist.] 

Editor of the American Cultivator: 
Poultry raisers and fanciers cannot 
give young chickens too much atten- 
tion. From the moment they are re- 
moved from the barrel in whicli they 
were hatched the chicks must be 
looked after, Some farmers who have 
had no real experience loek upon 
young birds as weeds and expect they 
will grow rapidly like the thistle with- 
out cultivation or nursing. It was 
only a few days ago that a young 
friend of mine had a brood of six 
chickens hatch out. He had never 
raised any before, and did not even 
know how to feed the little ‘‘chippies.”’ 
When l asked him how and when he 
fed the chicks the answer was: “I 
give them a little dry corn meal in the 
morning and then do not go near the 
te again till the next day.’ ’By and 

this young man will wonder why 
his chicks do not grow faster, and why 
more than half of them die, 

On my place this year apartofa 
field is enclosed with wire netting six 
feet high, the several sections of which 
are 40 feet square. In the several 
divisions are from six to eight lath 
coops, 6x3 feet, each coop having a 
barrel attached. Each of these coops 
contains a hen and her brood of 12 
chickens. ‘The doors of the coops are 
lett open during the daytime, and the 
chickens can come and goin the en- 
closed section as they please. The wire 
netting is a guard against prowling 
‘ats and dogs, and also serves the 
orpose of keeping the chickens out of 
ie vegetable garden which is adjoin- 


itis not advisable to set any more 
‘ets after the lust of June. June and 
uly are the best months for growing 
“hieckens, and they probably gain more 
‘rength and size than in any other 
inree months of the growing season. 
'ate hatched chickens are good only 
r one purpose, that is, laying. Chicks 
watched in July will generally lay the 
last of January, but the birds will be 
of a stunted growth, and will not do to 
breed from, because even in cases 
when the eggs hatch, they are liable to 
produce weak and deformed chickens. 
Over-feeding is one of the uninten- 
tional evils which are constant! 


crop- 
ping out in the poultry yards. To keep 
ens that have to be confined during 


the summer from taking considerable 
surplus fat requires much tact and at- 
tention. They must have “thot weather 
diet.””> Buckwheat, oats, barley, are 
good, with occasionally a sprinkling o7 
cracked corn. Give of. green 
food, and skimmed milk is preferable 
to so much water. Excessive water 
drinking has the same. bad effects on 
fowls as on human beings. An ailin 
hen will drink almost twice as mite: 
asa bird in, normal condition. The 
best diet for young chickens is soaked 
bread or baked corncake, and a spar- 
ing sprinkling of finely-cracked corn. 

have introduced skim-milk in place 
of water this season with the best of 
results. The milk also furnishes much 
nutriment not obtainable in water. It 
is quite surprising how rapidly the 
chickens grow on the bread and milk 
arrangement. wet me assure the 
beginner to feed light and often. By 
this 1 mean, do not throw a loaf of 
bread and a quart of corn into the pen 
and not go near it again until the next 
day. But feed the chickens sparingly 
every few hours, sothat they will clean 
up every particle and leave none around 
the ground. to sour. 

Another evil in the poultry yard at 
this season of the tq are lice. Once 
let the lice get the lead and it is very 
hard indeed to head them off. That 
old proverb, ‘‘An ounce of prevention 
is worth a pound of cure,” applies in 
this case, ery effort aided by sul- 
phur, kerosene and carbolic powder 
should be exerted to rid the house of 
the hen’s worst enemy. The caution 
to keep the drinking utensilsclean can- 
not be too often repeated. The cans 
must be thoroughly rinsed and scoured. 
Special care should also be taken of the - 
nests. Where so many broody hens 
are on the nest the boxes are liable to 
soon become filthy if not watched. 

I read a very interesting practical bit 
of poultry talk not long ago, where a 
breeder gave hia experience in assist- 
ing chickens from the shell, and with 

ood results. In my own experience 
uring the past six years, I have had 
exceptionally good tortune. When a 
chick is unable to free itself, and is 
sure to die in the shell, I believe it bet- 
ter to run the risk of aiding the chick. 
Some breeders frequently assert that, 
even should the chick survive after be- 
ing unnaturally freed from the shell, it 
will either die before maturity or else 
be deformed. All I have to say on this 
supers is the fact that I have several 
ullets on the place which were aided 
om the shell that afterward carried 
off the highest honors in the showrvom. 

One word about the preservation of 
eggs. It is very easy for engs to become 
rotten this hot weather. Immediately 
after the eggs are gathered at night 
they should be carried to some cool,dr 

lace, and there kept until needed. If 
left in a warm room some hours, and 
then removed to a cool apartment, the 


is liable to be destroyed, unhtting

Draft Horses and Their Profit. 
_ Let any one go to the great cities and, 
he will see on their streets the demand 
made of the breeders of draft horses. 
The transfer companies, street-car 
lines, préss companies and other 
demands are, enormous for our draft 


| horses. The Iowa Homestead says of 


this matter: “The eastern buyers are 
eagerly hunting all over the West for 
the grade draft horses, and paying 
splendid prices for them. We are gla 
to see agricultural papers giving this 
year more recognition of the merits of 
the draft horse interest and less of the 
fast horse folly. 

‘It is very remarkable that amid the 
almost universal depression in farm 

roducts, the one that has stood firm 

as been that of horses; not all kinds of 
horses, however, but the class which the 
horse-raising public demands. The plug 
horse has been dull sale, and we venture 
the assertion that he wili never be in 
better demand. Ask any of the east- 
ern buyers who may be found at this 
season of the year in any county in 
Iowa that has n producing draft 
horses, and the best are scarce, and it 
is difficult to get what they want. They 
can scarcely obtain horses of 5 years 


‘old and upward, and, not finding these, 


will take them at 4,3 or2 years. The 
horse .that is wanted is either a horse 
that can travel, or a horse that can 
pull, or a coach horse that has good 
action, good size and style, and well 
matched. We have no hesitation in 
saying that the horse that is profitable 
to the farmer is the draft. The farmer 
has already for farm use the mares 
which, when mated properly, will pro- 
duce them. Hehas profitable work for 
the dam, and, excepting the service, 
the price of the colt is nearly all profit. 
Where bluegrass has been introduced 
the cost of keeping a colt from weaning 
time till he is sold is less than the keep 
of a steer frum weaning time till he 
goes to the butcher.”’

size, and set wide apart, upon a broad, 
level udder, and the milk vein—so 
called—which is the large vein leading 
from the udder and passing into the 
abdomen, and which is an indication of 
the amount of blood circulating through 
the milk glands, and contributing to 
the milk secretion, should be full and 
tortuous in its short course. A _ fine 
horn, a deep yellow skin, and a general 
elegance of form, without any heavi- 
ness or beefiness in any part, are also 
indications of good quality in a cow for 
the dairy. 

The bull should have the special char- 
acteristics of the cow, differing, how- 
ever, in development, as becomes a 
male animal. ‘he form of the head 
and body; the large, mild eye; the fine, 
clear, waxy horn, -the gga lining ot 
the ears; the yellow skin, and the gen- 


eral lightness and elegance of form, all 
go to indicate a animal for the 
dairy. 


A good calf should be of slender 
build, long and thin in the peey with 
a long head and limbs, a bright, large 
eye, thin ears, fine thin skin and smooth 
bair, without any noticeable brisket. 
The teats should be placed widely 
apart, and the undeveloped udder 
should ba loose and skinny. 

Many breeders place great weight 
upon the form of the escutcheon, or 
the hair which grows upward on the 
back part of the thighs and udder. A 
well shaped escutcheon can do no 
harm, but there are numerous excel- 


lent cows which have no escutcheon to | 


speak of, and the business dairyman 
may very well afford to ignore it. 


Handseme Cherries. 
(|Citrograph.] 

Wednesday James Birch brought in- 
to this office a box of cherries of the 
black Tartarian variety that for flavor 
we have never seen surpassed any- 
where. The size is good, but no larger 
than many we have seen in the upper 
part of the State, but the flavor 1s bet- 
tec. They taste ‘“‘richer.’’ Mr. Birch’s 
place is 11 miles from here in a straight 
line. The elevation is somewhere in 
the neighborhood of 4000 feet. His 
crop this year will be a little over 6000 
pounds from about 100 trees, age rang- 
ing from 5 years old, upwards. At 
market prices two or three acres of 
cherries would give a -man a pretty . 
good living; 10 acres a handsome com- 
petency. 

These cherries, handsome as they are 
to look at and toothsome as they taste, 
are of far more value to us as furnish- 
ing additional proof of a fact that we 
have been hammering away at for 
years: that the county of San Bernar- 
dino could and would, some day, grow 
every variety of fruit known, unless it 
might be some of the purely tropical 
kinds. all that is necessary is to care- 
fully study the variety one desires to 
produce, and then seek the locality 
suitable for it. And it will always be 
found. This county can furnish every 
variety of climate, from the hyper- 
borean to the tropical, and she is fast 
demonstrating that every variety of 
fruit will also be a. And, as an 
addition to these, she also produces al- 
most every known variety of wineral. 
There is no limit yet apparent to the 
list of fruits that can be grown. Cer- 
tainly these cherries of Mr. Birch 
effectually and forever dissipates the 
long-held theory that this luscious fruit 
cannot be grown in the utmost perfec- 
tion in the county of San Bernardino.

SUOTTERBECK, THE GUN- 


SMITA, TS HIS DEATH. 


He Tampers with a Rifle and It Goes 
Of Accidrntally—He Dies Before 
His Friend Can Keach Him—A 
Morripie Sight—The Inquest. 


A sad accident occurred yesterday that 
has brought grief into the household of a 
well-known citizen, 

Yesterday afternoon H. Slotterbeck, the 
well-known gunsmith, whose place of busi- 
ness was situated iu the Temple block, 
went out to the rifle range in the cafion 
close tothe reservoir, accompanied by an 
employé named Ludwig Wadhamer, for the 
purpose of testing three rifles placed in his 
hands for repair, 

Upon arriving at the range Wadhamer 
was toid to goand watch the target, some 
250 yards distant, and accordingly he touk 
his stand about 15 yards to the side of the 
target. Mr. Slotterbeck first tested a gun 
belonging to Judge Brunson, but after firing 
two shots he found that the sight on the 
rifle was not trué, and called out to Wad- 


hamer that he would have to put a new fure- 
sight on 


THE WEAPON. 

Knowing that the operation would take 
some little tima, Wadhamer took the oppor- 
tunity to walk close to the target for the 

urpose of seeing where the two bullets 

ad struck. Whiie doing so he heard a 
‘hird shot fired, and upon turning around to 
see what was the matter, he was just in 
time to see Mr. Slotterbeck in the act of 
falling backwards. An instant later he 
saw his employer rise, and heard him call 
put twice to him, *‘Lovis, Louis,” and theu 
tall agaia to the grounu.

Not wait- 
ing to investigate further, Wadhamer 
jumped into the buegy in which they had 
driven out, and at once proceeded to in- 
form the wife of the ili-starred gunsmith of 
what had happeend. She, wiih a younger 
son, returned with Wadiiamer to the scene 
of the disaster, and found her husband 
dead. Close to the body lay the gun which 
had been so 

UNWISELY HANDLED. 

While adjusting a new sight on the fore 
part of the barrel of the weapon, as the 
latter lay in an almost horizontal position 
in the gun-rest which Mr. Slotterbeck had 
taken with him, the deceased had evidently 
stood directly in frent of the loaded 
weapon, and by some unhappy 
was discharged, the bullet striking r. 
Slotterbeck squarely in the leit breast, and 
penetrating the body. 

The accident occurred a little after 5 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and at 8 
o'clock in the evening J. Meredith, the 
Coroner, held an inquest upon the body of 
the deceased at the undertaking establish- 
ment ot Messrs. Orr & Sutch. No facts be- 
yond those given above were elicited, and 
a verdict of accidental death was returned 
accordingly. | 

At the time of his death Mr. Slotterbeck 
wes 51 years of age, und was a native of 
Germany, apd previous {to coming to Los 
Angeles carried on the same business in 
Denver, Colo, been in the gun- 
smith’s trade all his life, it might fairly 
have been expected that no such accident 
could possibly have happened to him, and 
exactly how the gun caught in the side of 
the small bench or gun-rest will never be

His Death. 

“There are a number of young men in 
this city who are on the downward grade as 
rapidly as a fast life can take them, and I tell 
you a fast life in this climate is something 
to be dreaded by even old-timers, who have 
druok the cup of pleasure almost to the 
dregs.”

He ts at wora 
ail the time. Night and day you will find 
him hard at work among the wrong-doers. 
fle is probably the best-posted man iu 
the city, so far as crime is con- 
cerned, outside of the police reporters 
tor the city press. He works when other 
men of his calling are er attendance 
upon old ladies, who think of nothing but 
church svuciabies, or the latest fasbious in 
bonnets. For that reason he is of great 
assistance to the reporter who has a desire 
to know ali sides of thislife. ‘lhe Times 
man soon discovered that the reverend 
gentieman was in a talkative mood, so be 
made up bis mind to draw him out. 

“So you think tue climate has a good deal 
to do with fast iife in California?” chipped 
in the news-seeker, by way of introduction 
to the subject. 

“I most certainly du, young man. When

And as strange as 
it may seem, bundreds of them are of sucha 
horrible nature that theycan hardly be taiked 
of, even among men, Wucd less ventilated in 
the coiumps of a dail y eaeepepet. I don’t 
know that people are worse by nature here 
than in other cities, but it seeins that when 
they once start en the downward grade they 
are never satisfied until they bave run two 
the end of the rope. I know a number of 

oung men whw have been brought up by 
dhe most devout parents, and during the 
younger days of these same boys they gave 
promise of ming-useful men, and they 
probably would had it vot been for the 
climate, Yes, sir, the climate lias a great 
deai do with it bave spent much of 
my time prowling about the saloons and 
dives after nightfall, and I am firmly con- 
vinced that if the Police Commissioners 
could be indueed to close up the iowest 
places in the city, mach of the crime would 
soon be wiped out.” :
